Elljah’'s great victory over the
prophets of Baal which resulted In
their extermination 1s followed by n
most notable prayer serviee on the
top of Mount Carmel (18:4240), 8o
confident wae the prophet that at the
ariglng of "u little eloud,” he hastily
summoned the fonsting king and urges
his departure to his home, “ihat the
riln stop thee not,” The God whom
Elljgh had honored so signally that
day Inid his hand uvpon the prophet
the king's horgeg to the entrance of
Jegreel, There he Is mel by o mes-
senger of the wicked (10:2)
who had been the protector and pro-
vidier of the slain prophets, Getting
